The league should not go beyond 14 teams if the 
Principles so recently laid down are adhered to, but

It was the Melbourne clubs who set the one com- 
petition league on the road for 1987 as their possible 


saving grace. 


By deciding to continue in 1988 they have voted in 
that fashion, but the NSL has had to do a lot of shor- 
Ing up over recent months.

in the league next year. 


Fortunately for the future of Australian Soccer

Those who might have ambitions would be limited 
to Canberra, Blacktown, Melita Eagles, Adelaide Hel- 
las, Azzurri Brisbane City and possibly Newcastle

St.George cap off a memorable year with a 4-0 
grand final demolition job on champions Apia 
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Brunswick Juve 
in unhappy flop

IT must be said that in 1987 both Brunswick 
Juventus and its coach Len McKendry 


failed dismally. 


Brunswick, national 
champions in 1985 and 
table-toppers in 1986, 
were expected to lead the 
Melbourne charge in 
1987. 

But in a year when Mel- 
bourne clubs fell like 
nine-pins the Juventus. 
slide was as notable as 
any. 

For McKendry, the 
most successful coach in 
Victoria for the past de- 
cade, it is suffice to say 
he had his worst ever 
season. 

The problems were 
highlighted by a section 
of the Melbourne press at 
odds with the less than 
charismatic Juventus 
boss and eventually the 
situation appeared far 
worse than it actually 
was. 


As McKendry has said 
when prompted, there are 
reasons why Juventus 
failed in 1987, not ex- 
cuses but reasons. 

But equally as valid is 
the fact that the team 
played some dismally un- 
attractive Soccer this 
year, and was involved in 
some deathly boring 
games. 

Having said that it is lit- 
tle wonder they struggled 
as their almost thread- 


’ bare squad experienced 


a monstrous injury and 
suspension list during the 
season. 


It is unlikely McKendry 
or Juventus will have that 
much go against them in 
future. 


Juventus proved it 
could entertain — the 
opening season 2-1 win 
at home to Marconi was 
as good a game as I've 
seen all year. 

But in the end it was 
the injuries and suspen- 
sions and some out- 
rageously bad form by 
some players which 
brought the club back to 
the field. 

The most notable non- 
performer was Preston 
ace Sean Lane. Lane just 
didn't seem to fit early, 


subsequently he lost all 
confidence. 

Now one season does 
not a champion break — 
Lane is a fine player and 
he'll be back before too 
long and hopefully he'll 
justify the pre-season 
$30,000 Juve outlayed on 


him. 


Frank McGrellis flew in 
from South Africa, 
promptiy hit a match-win- 
ning hat-trick against 
Heidelberg and was hard- 
ly sighted again. 

McKendry rated him for 
his “experience” but 
he certainly didn’t justify 
selection up front on 
weight of goals scored. 

Certainly Juve lacked 
service to the front men, 
the midfield was deci 
mated by the injuries 
more than any other area 
and one man sorely mis- 
sed was the big man 
Scott Patterson. 

‘SP’ is a marvellous in- 
spiration and he puts a 
ton of life into the line-up 
when fit. 

Grbac will mature into a 
fine midfielder as well and 
Juve, keen to add some 
depth to the squad, are 
on the trail of a couple of 
other midfielders for next 
season. 

The retired John Yzen- 
doorn will be irreplace- 
able, but there were 
some bright spots like the 
form of rookie goalkeeper 
Pat Marama in his first full 
season. 

Brunswick Juventus 
certainly had a dismal 
year and didn’t McKen- 
dry’s critics love. 

| believe the club will 
get back on the rails in 
1988, but there is still 
plenty of work to be done 
before they are a force 
once again.

You'll see | have a nice 
personality when we start 
winning.” 


And that was the case 
with the Bergers back in 
May. After a string of 
three impressive victor- 
ies, including a 5-0 Cup 
hammering of Melbourne 
Croatia and a 6-2 League 
win against George 
Cross, many had the 
Olympic Village outfit 
pencilled in as genuine fi- 
nal five prospects.

championship, 


first-past-the-post 


format any 


punter worth his salt would have had their money 
on Sydney Croatia giving the title a real shake, 


rattle and roll. 


But it was not to be. 
Croatia were simply, a 
huge disappointment ... 
in the league. The fact that 
they collected the pre-sea- 
son State Bank Cup and 
the Beach Fashions Cup 
could not totally compen- 
sate for bowing out of the 
title race in a second round 
slump of immense propor- 
tions. 

More damaging to the 
Croatia club pride is the 
fact that they had made the 
early running in the 
league, undefeated for 
five matches on the trot. 
They lost their lead to Apia 
and then lost their way. 

The mid-second round 
slump brought them totally 
undone and the dual Cup 
winner's all but missed the 
final five. But the writing 
was on the wall even if they

JOE MARSTON = A 
GREAT AUSTRALIAN 


JOE MARSTON MBE 


By JOHN ECONOMOS 


JOE MARSTON, gentleman par excellence, 
and Australian Soccer’s “Don Bradman” if 
you like, was one of Australia’s earlier play- 
ers to bust into the tough professional 
ranks of English football in 1950. 


Not only did this great 
Australian sportsman 
play first division in Eng- 
land, but through sheer 
perserverance, extreme 
dedication and ultra disci- 
pline, the lad from Syd- 
ney's Leichhardt-Annan- 
dale club, achieved a uni- 
que double. 

Joe Marston was the 

_first Australian player to 
step onto the sacred turf 
of Wembley Stadium to 
play in an F.A.Cup Final, 
but did so as captain of 
his team (Preston North 
End), some 23 years ago. 

Today, Australia has 
Craig Johnston, David 
Mitchell, Eddie Krncevic, 
Tony Dorigo, David 
Mitchell, Jimmy Patikas 
and Chris Kalantzis play- 
ing fulltime Soccer over- 
seas. 

But back in 1949, no 
Australian was regarded 
professional or good 
enough to-attract a con- 
tract to play overseas, let 
alone make it to an Engl- 
ish F.A.Cup Final at 
Wembley Stadium, the 
World’s cathedral of 
Soccer.

Three weeks ago — 
through a rare piece of 
wisdom from someone in 
our Soccer hierarchy — it 
was suggested that Mar- 
ston should be made 
guest-of-honour at the 
Rothmans Medal function 
at the plush Hyatt on Col- 
lins hotel in Melbourne. 

Out of the depths of 
almost complete oblivion, 
and immaculately dres- 
sed in his dinner suit, Joe 
Marston appeared. 


OVATION 
When introduced at the 
presentation Joe, now 62 
years of age and aided by 
a walking stick, attracted 
a standing ovation from 


Joe Marston (right) with 


the large gathering which 
lasted nearly three 
minutes. 


After formal introduc- 
tions that included a 
magnificent packaged 
video presentation of his 
playing days in England, 
the great Australian held 
the audience captivated 
as he revealed a stream 
of nostalgic facts. 


Visibly moved by the 
huge reception, the old 
master centre-back 
fought back the tears. 

He stood very proud in 
front of the microphone 
with enormous dignity 
eminating from his still 
very straight and proud 
frame. 

“This moment has 
made me feel as if | was 
back in England during 
my playing days,"’ Joe 
managed to utter till he 
settled. 

As a young lad of 17, 
he started his long and 
most illustrious career 
playing right-back for 
Leichhardt-Annandale in 
Sydney, during the war 
years back in 1942. 


Rothmans Medal winner 


HARD 


Later a steel-tough 
centre-back, Joe played 
this great game of Soccer 
in the correct spirit. He 
was hard as nails but 
played the game by the 
book. 

Joe represented Aus- 
tralia on 35 occasions, 
during an era when in- 
temationals were few and 
far between. 

In 1945, at 21, Marston 
was seiected for the NSW 
team. 

The same year he was 
drafted into the Australian 
team. 

Three years later, this 
tough unyieiding defen- 


der, received an invitation 
to go and play profes- 
sionally in England. 


His career in England 
lasted five years, during 
which he played 200 first 
division games of which 
195 were consecutive. 

Some of Joe’s team- 
mates at Preston were 
the great Tom Finney, 
Charlie Wayman, Joe 
Walton, Willie Cunning- 
ham and Tommy 
Docherty. 

He returned to Austra- 
lia to play for Apia-Leic- 
hhardt, today’s champion 
club of the N.S.L. 

In 1964, at the age of 
40, Joe Marston unlaced 
his boots for the very last 
time. 


COACH 


Still madly in love with 
football he took up 
coaching. 

He coached Apia, 
Western Suburbs, Au- 
burn and Sydney 
Olympic. 

Let’s now have Joe 
Marston tell us what it 
was like back in those 
days in his own words: 

“Those years were 
tough. Mighty tough, but | 
wouldn't change one day. 

‘Today we hear of 
huge contracts that play- 
ers get, but in those days 
in England we got paid at 
the end of the season 
according to what crowds 
we attracted through the 
gates.” 

Right at this point, the 
cathedral-like silence 
which had engulfed the 
Hyatt’s banquet room 
was shattered by ap- 
plause from the many 
NSL club officials and 
Soccer administrators. 

The applause, of 
course, was in reference 
to ‘economic sanity’ 
which Joe had just re- 
vealed that existed back 
in the good old days. 

What has gone wrong 
since? 

When the applause 
died down, Joe continued 
his nostalgic ‘newsreel’. 

“In fact | can vividly re- 
member that in my first 
year with Preston North 
End, | was paid 78 Engl- 
ish pounds for the 
season. 


RESPECT 


“| arrived in England 
2nd February 1950. My 
shirt number at Preston 
was 17 and the manager 
and directors we addres- 
sed them as Mr. 


“Respect had to be 
shown at all times. That 
was the way and that is 
the way | believe it should 
be. 


“Everything was pro- 
fessionally done. It was a 
new world for me. 

“My gear was freshly 
laundered for me and my 
boots were always 
cleaned and repaired.

“Boots in those days 
had the long leather studs 
and needed constant 
attention. 

“Everything was done 
for the player and all we 
had to do was train hard 
and play hard. 

“Certain rules had to 
be adhered by and all 
such rules were in your 
contract. 

“Any of these rules that 
were broken, you wouid 
be fined for by the 
manager. 

“One such rule for- 
bayed us to be out the 
night before the game. 

“If you were seen or 
caught, an automatic fine 
would be rightly imposed 
on you. 

“My first five games 
were at fullback, a posi- 
tion | did not really relish, 
but the next season | was 
installed at centre-half. 


“Preston's first grade 
centre-half Harry Mattin- 
son broke his leg and | 
took his place. 

“The English season is 
tough and long and we 
played 42 League match- 
es during the year plus 
Cup games and Finals. 

“I have had three ma- 
jor highlights in my life. 

“The first was when 
selected to play for Aus- 
tralia. 


INCREDIBLE 


“The second was 
when as captain of Pre- 
ston North End, | led my 
team into the 1954 
F.A.Cup Final at Wemb- 
ley against West Bromich 
Albion. 

“Leaving our dressing 
room and walking up 
through the Wembley 
tunnel was incredible. 

“Although we were 


favourites and had 
beaten West Brom 2-0 in 
the League some weeks 
back, we ended losing 
the Final, going down 3-2. 

“Stepping onto the 
Wembley Stadium is an 
incredible experience that 
one just cannot begin to 
describe. 

“It is the dream | sup- 
pose of all Soccer 
players. 

“The Cup Final is a 
glamour thing of the foot- 
ball Season that sur- 
rounds it all. 

“| have memories that 
are unforgettable. 

“The other great high- 
light of my career in foot- 
ball, is tonight. 


“| will never forget the 
respect that has been 
paid to me tonight’.

NOVEL IDEAS ARE VITAL 


BY GRAHAM COOKE 


SOCCER in Canada was turning away from the 
British example in order to develop a system more 
in keeping with its environment, former Canadian 
national coach Tony Waiters said in Canberra. 


“We acknowledge our 
debt to the old country but 
we believe the North 
Americans have found a 
league competition which 
produces more winners 
than losers — and the 
more winners you have 
the more interest there is,” 
he said. 

A major point was the 
abandonment of the first- 
past-the-post system for 
finding league champions 
— a controversy which 
finds its reflection in the 
argument over the top-five 
series in the NSL. 

“Take the example of 
ice hockey in Canada. The 
teams are divided into 
regional divisions of five 
and after 80 games the top 
four in each division go for- 
ward to the play-offs. 

“Now at first sight | 
thought it was ridiculous to 
play 80 games in order to 
eliminate one team in each 
division, but the fact re- 
mains that almost every- 
one retains an interest in 
the overall championship 
right to the last. 

“In England, if a team is 
out of the FA Cup and ina 
mid-table place in the 
league, all interest has 
gone by mid-February. 

“I am now convinced 
that what we have is a 
much healthier system for 
the sport.’ 

Professional Soccer in 
Canada was just begin- 
ning to get back on its feet 
after the collapse of the 4 
North American League. 

The Canadian Soccer 
Association had been in- 

. strumental in instituting a 
national league consisting 
of eight teams in two four- 
team  regionalised  divi- 
sions, and Waiters had 
helped to secure a franch- 
ise for Vancouver. 


“Everyone said a 
league which _ stretched 
from Vancouver to Toron- 
to could not succeed but 
we have completed our 
first season and planning 
is well advanced for the 
second,’’ he said. 

“We are a community 
club, with Soccer people 
doing the fund-raising, 
and things have gone very 
well. We budgeted for 
average crowds of 3500 
and ended up with 7000.

“Again it is part of the 
English system to select 
international teams at an 
early age, but does it 
work? The English 
schoolboys team was al- 
ways awesome, but few of 
its players ever seemed to 
make the grade at senior 
level. 

“With the under 16s you 
have to start weeding out 
your best players at 
around 12 and that is far 
too young.” 


In Canada __ players 


came to the professional 
ranks late, often not until 
they had completed col- 
lege at round 22. 

Waiters, who coached 
the Canadian team to last 
year’s World Cup finals, 


was in Canberra as part of 
a working tour of Australia. 
He was the main guest at a 
course for level 4 coaches 
at the AIS last week 
attended by 40 top Soccer 
figures from every state 
and territory. 

English born, he played 
in the English league for 
Blackpool nad Burnley, 
where he finished his play- 
ing career. He later man- 
aged the English Youth 
team which won the Euro- 
pean championship and 
third division Plymouth 
Argyle, where he steered 
the club to promotion.

“And my form hasn't 
been bad, in fact | think in 
some ways I’m playing as 
well as | ever have. 


“I'm certainly more 
composed on the ball, | 
can shield and hold the 
ball better and I've 
learned to play a lot more 
as a team man.

It's a course he aims to 
finally finish in 1988 after 
six years of hard work 
from him and lots of 
assistance from his 
parents. 

Their direct involve- 
ment with Juventus and 
their support of his uni- 
versity pursuits are the 
reasons he devoted the 
medal to his parents on 
that memorable night at 
the Hyatt on Collins.

VETERAN Marconi skipper Tony Henderson capped off a magnificent sea- 
son by winning the Gyprock Cup awarded for the club’s best player of the 


year. 


Points were allocated 
on a 3-2-1 basis by re- 
feree's inspectors at each 
Marconi match throughout 
the season. 

After building up a huge 
sixteen point lead, Hen- 
derson had to withstand a 
late surge by Gerry 
Gomez before winning the 
trophy with a three point 
margin.

Straight after his team 
was bundled out of the 
semi-finals on a penalty 
shootout by Preston, Hen- 
derson reflected that if he 
could maintain his level of 
fitness during the off sea- 
son he may consider giv- 
ing Marconi one more year 
to complete ten years of 
service.

LIKE most | was stun- 
ned when Andrew Zin- 
ni took out the presti- 
gious Rothmans Medal 
in Melbourne recently. 

Nothing against the 
talented and likeable 
Andrew, mind you, or for 
that matter Rothmans, the 
major backer of Soccer in 
this country. 

But it does, once again, 
raise doubts in my mind as 
to the ability of referees to 
vote for the best and fairest 
players for such a presti- 
gious award. 

For mine, referees have 
enough on their hands 
controlling a game, parti- 
cularly in Australia where 
we all admit we run one of 
the most physical leagues 
in the world. 

It also raises two more 
doubts for me. 

Why is voting restricted 
to just the championship 
rounds, when with pre- 
season, National Cups, 
Top Five series and even 
Winfield Socceroo and 
Young Socceroo matches 
we play just as many other 
games as. the champion- 
ship in any one season. 

Also | fail to see how a 
3-2-1 voting basis is the 
ideal. 

A player could well be 
the fourth best each week 
and never get a point. 

And the 3-2-1 places 
value on only the three 
best, not the consistently 
best. 

In summary | would like 
to see ALL the season 
taken into consideration, 
the players themselves 
voting for their player of the 
year and Rothmans get- 
ting out of their consider- 
able input the really presti- 


gious, fair dinkum player of 
the year. 


No Upsets 


Again | do not wish to 
take anything away from 
past, and present, win- 
ners the referees or up- 
set Rothmans, but a look 
at other awards give a 
better indication of the 
real player of the year. 

The Rothmans Medal 
threw up five Melbourne 
players in the top six ina 
year even the most ardent 
Victorian fan would agree 
was perhaps their worst on 
record. 

Apart from Melbourne 
Croatia winning the pre- 
season play offs against 
their Sydney brothers, it 
was all Sydney with only 
Preston (the League) and 
South Melbourne (the Cup) 
getting a look in. 

Sydney Croatia; the

Barrtz at the request of the Northern NSW Federation. 

“This will leave only NSW to complete the present series.” 

Holmes said the ASF had suggested the NSW awards be presented this year and 
recommended the state federation grand final day. 

“But the NSW board took the view the awards were to recognise service at internatio- 
nal level and thought it was grossly inappropriate to make the presentation at a non- 


international fixture,” he said. 


“Some people are keen it should be done at the earliest possible time but expediency 
has to come second to doing it right. 

“We looked at the Olympic games matches in March and the Gold Cup in July and 
decided it should be the fixture with potentially the greatest number of spectators. 

“NSW may be last but | can’t think of anything better than the Socceroos to be 
brought on to the new sports stadium in front of the world champions.

IFK Gothenburg, who 
will be touring Austra- 
iia in the New Year, are 
now amongst Euro- 
pean Soccer’s elite, 
having won the UEFA 
Cup twice in the past 
six years. 

They have come up 
trumps by winning the 
Swedish championship. 

They have long been 
the most popular club in 
Sweden — even though 
both local rivals Orgryte 
and Malmo have won the 
Swedish Championship 
on more occasions than 
them and, in the nation’s 
FA Cup, Malmo and AIK 
Stockholm have enjoyed a 
greater number of suc- 
cesses. 

IFK’s popularity stems 
from their tradition of al- 
ways attempting to play 
top quality football and in- 
consistency which, 
though often exasperat- 
ing, has ensured that life is 
seldom dull for the club's 
supporters. 

Formed in 1903, IFK (or 
Idrottsforeningen Kam- 
raterna, to give them their 
full name) won the Swedish 
Championship in __ their 
very first year. The com- 
petition then, however, 
was -confined solely to 
teams from the city of 
Gothenburg. 

Stockholm clubs were 
involved in the knockout 


tournaments that IFK won 
in 1903, 1908, 1910 and 
1918 to claim further 
championships. 

A national league, the 
country’s first truly nation- 
wide Soccer competition 
commenced in 1924 with 
IFK as founder members. 
They have contested 55 of 
the 63 subsequent first 
division campaigns. 

Their initial league title 
was gained in 1925, 
thanks largely to the scor- 
ing exploits of Filip 
Johannson. He netted 39 
times that season (still a 
record) and during his 
career accumulated 329 
goals for IFK and 14 in 16 
internationals wearing the 
colors of Sweden. 

Filip Johannson was the 
first famous player to wear 
IFK’s blue and white 
striped jersey. Many more 
were to follow, including 
Gunnar Gren, who played 
for IFK from 1941 to 1949 
before moving to AC Milan 
in Italy and starring in 
Sweden's side = which 
finished runners up to 
Brazil at the 1958 World 
Cup; Gunnar Andersson, 
twice the French League's 
leading goalscrer after 
joining Olimpique Marseil- 
les; the 115 times capped 
Bjorn Nordqvist; Ove 
Kindvall, whose goals 
swept Feyenoord to Euro- 
pean Champions’ Cup 
glory in 1970, Ralf Ed- 


Strom; rated by many as 
the world’s best striker 
during the late 1970s 
when with PSV Eindhoven 
and Torbjorn Nilsson — 
the scorer of 332 goals for 
IFK before retiring in 1986 
(he broke Filip Johann- 
son's record in his farewell 
match). 

The most beloved figure 
in IFK's history however is 
undoubtably Bertil “'‘Beb- 
ben’’ Johannson who, for 
over a decade, was known 
as “Mr IFK Gothenburg”. 

A great entertainer, who 
displayed bewildering ball 
control and — shooting 
power with a seemingly 
magical left foot, he scored 
162 goals in 267 league 
outings, he won only 
four caps with Sweden. 

Bebben hung up his 
boots in 1968 and, a year 
later, guided IFK to the 
league title as coach. Then 
came the saddest chapter 
in the history of the 
“Angels” (as they are 
mysteriously nicknamed).

The season following 
their ninth Champion- 
ship success ended with 
relegation. Six years 
were requried before IFK 
escaped Division Two, 
but during the last cou- 
ple of these their play 
was of such as exhilarat- 
ing standard that they 
won the hearts of count-

in 1975, they scored 72 
goals in 26 games yet still 
failed to win promotion. 
During the following sea- 
son, though, IFK were un- 
stoppable and a crowd of 
50,690 turned up to see 
one game against fellow 
Gothenburgers GAIS. 
This figure was just 97 less 
than the record attend- 
ance set for a first division 
derby match with Orgryte 
a year after their Nya Ullevi 
Stadium was built for the 
1958 World Cup finals. 

Once back in the top 
grade, IFK wasted little 
time in making their pre- 
sence felt, finishing 3rd in 
1978 and completed the 
following season as run- 
ners up in the league and 
winners of the Swedish 


Cup. Surprisingly, this was 
the Angels’ first success in 
a competition that had be- 
gun in 1941 but they cer- 
tainly made amends for 
past failures — beating 
Atvidaberg 6-1 in the final. 

Within three years, IFK 
were the dominant force of 
Swedish football, winning 
three successive league 
tiles between 1982 and 
1984. They emphasised 
their supremancy by lifting 
the Swedish Cup twice 
during the same period. 

Yet, the rest of Europe 
took little notice of these 
feats, for Swedish domes- 
tic Soccer was looked 
upon as one of the conti- 
nent's more — stagnant 
backwaters, until the 
1981-82 UEFA Cup 
reached its concluding

stages. 

IFK became the first 
team from Sweden to win a 
major European trophy 
when thrashing the newly 
crowned West German 
Champions SV Hamburg 
4-0 on aggregate in the 
two legged final. It was a 
remarkable § accomplish- 
ment for a team of semi- 
professionals. 


Syphoned Off 


Full time professional 
Soccer is not financially 
viable in Sweden and all 
of the leading players 
based in the country 
have occupations out- 
side the game. Their 
combined earnings 
from football and other 
employment is - often 
considerable but much 
less than the riches 
which can be gained by 
full time professionals in 
some other Western 
European nations. 

It was, therefore, inevit- 
able that IFK’s first UEFA 
Cup winning side should 
break up. Key players 
Glenn Hysen, Glenn 
Stromberg and Dan Cor- 
neliusson were lured away 
to PSV Eindhoven (Hol- 
land), Benfica (Portugal) 
and Como (italy) respec- 
tively. Even more damag- 
ing were the losses of Nils- 
son to Kaiserslautern 
(West Germany) and 
coach Sven-Goran Eriks- 
son to Benfica. 


Astonishingly, the 


club's rebuilding program 
was so Swift and efficient 
that they reached the 
1985-86 European Cham- 
pions’ Cup — semi-final 
(where the Swedes were 
desperately unlucky in los- 
ing to Barcelona after win- 
ning the first leg 3-0) and re- 
gained the UEFA Cup last 
May. 

The latest UEFA Cup 
triumph has not, as yet, 
brought such a dramatic 
loss of personnel however 
Glenn Hysen, after return- 
ing from his unproductive 
stint in Holland, is now 
seeking further fame in Ita- 
ly with Fiorentina and tall 
Finnish striker Jan Ran- 
tanen has moved to the 
somewhat less exotic en- 
vironment offered by Eng- 
lish second division club 
Leicester City. 

Despite this and the sur- 
prise UEFA Cup elimina- 
tion by Denmark’s Brond- 
by, there can be little dis- 
pute that IFK is still a very 
strong outfit. 

Moreover, they will be 
eager for meaningful 
games to gain match fit- 
ness before the com- 
mencement of the 1988 
Swedish domestic season 
in April. 

IFK, then, will be one 
visiting team that definitely 
will not be here purely as 
tourists and should pro- 
vide the Socceroos with an 
ideal preparation for 
Olympic battles ahead.

OVE TOBIASON: A young goalkeeper who has 
proven himself a valuable understudy whenever cal- 
fed upon to deputise for an injured or suspended 
Wernerson.

Perry Park... New Name? 


WHEN Brisbane Lions 
thumped Adelaide Hel- 
las 6-0 to earn promo- 
tion back into the West 
End National League, 
they issued a warning 
that they never again 
would be easybeats in 
the country’s top com- 
petition. 

Apart from a good run in 
1984. which saw them 
reach the qualifying final, 
Lions had always been a 
middle or low table side 
during the 10 years they 
played in the NSL up to 
their relegation in 1986. 

There were the occasio- 
nal heartening results, but 
overall Lions never really 
competed with the big 
boys of the South. But that 
is about to change when 
the club comes back next 
year. 

Lions are now bristling 
with confidence, the team 
spirit is stronger than at 
any other time for many 
seasons and the club now 
has at the helm the best 
coach in Queensland, 
Juan Cutillas. 

Cutillas is regarded in 
Queensland Soccer as a 


miracle man, having 
turned lowly regarded 
sides into premiership 


threats at both Olympic 
United. and Azzurri Bris- 
bane City. 

For the first time he now 
has the best players in 
Queensland to work with. 
And he intends 
strengthening the Lions 
squad further. 

“I want a squad of 16 or 
17 good players. There 
must be healthy competi- 
tion for places. | don’t want 
anyone to be sure they 
have a place for any 
game,”’ Cutillas said. 

And to fulfil that wish, 


Lions are certain to snap 
up several local talented 


players like Cutillas’ 
Azzurri captain Frank 
Mengotti, a state team 


member, and -Mount Gra- 
vatt’s Queensland midfiel- 
der Martin Kirsopp, and 
the club could head over- 
seas for an experienced 
sweeper.

But. mostly the club in- 
tends basing its team on 
Queensland talent, as it 
hopes to return to the 
national competition back- 
ed by the Queensland 
Soccer and not just Lions 
supporters. 

The club almost certain- 


ly will play at Perry Park, 
for the first months of the 
season as an experiment 
at least, and could adopt a 
new name to avoid confu- 
sion with local Lions teams 
and to make the side more 
appealling to other fans. 

Only learning that they 
would be in the national 
competition three weeks 
ago, the limited time to the 
start of next season is cer- 
tain to make things tough 
for Lions’ preparations. 

But Cutillas already has 
mapped out a pre-season 
program and intends hav- 
‘ing .his players back in 
training inside a fortnight. 

“We will have a short 
time to prepare ourselves 
so the quality of training 
will be important. We can 
do all we need to do inside 
a month if we are all pre- 
pared to work hard,”’ Cutil- 
las said.

THE Queensland Soccer Federation has called for a meeting between all 
NSL-involved states and West End National League officials to work out a 
workable 1988 Soccer Calendar. 

QSF executive secretary Alan Vessey wants a round-table conference to enable all 
parties to make submissions for special event dates and weekends. 

Queensland has been the pacesetter in Australia in the representative arena, having 
played NSW on an annual basis for the past four years. 

Last year the Maroons played in the inaugural South Pacific championship involving 
Auckland FA, Tahiti and New Caledonia, and are the hosts next season. Queensland 
also played Fiji in two tests last season and have been invited to tour the islands next 
season. 

“There is no point in any organisation being it at state or NSL level issuing a calendar 
and then having to change it to accommodate a game,” Vessey said. 

“If we can all sit down and put our ideas forward then we should be able to come up 
with a compromise that best benefits all parties. Then everyone can issue a list of 
fixtures that will remain unchanged all season.” 

But with Brisbane Lions now back in the NSL, Vessey faces a near impossible task to 
organise a representative program on the same scale as last season. 

Lions provided 10 players to the Queensland team this year and would be expected 
to do the same again in any “‘A’’ Queensland team in the near future. 

But with the NSL kicking off in January and continuing virtually non-stop through to 
September, there are few dates open to the QSF to schedule matches. And September 
and October is out of the question as the rep matches will clash with the local finals 
series. 

The QSF is determined to maintain the annual series with NSW, and if NSW vice- 
president George Dick’s comments at this year’s match are an indication, NSW is not 
only keen to play Queensland at Perry Park again next year, but also want to host a 
game against the Maroons. 

“It seems to me that a meeting makes a lot of sense as we can work things out now 
aN everyone will know where they stand when we come back in the new year,’’ Vessey 
said.

CLAUSE 
MAY GO 


A controversial clause 
in the ACTSF constitu- 
tion dealing with natio- 
nal and ethnic names 
could be deleted at its 
annual meeting. 


The clause states that 
each club applying for 
membership of the 
Federation must submit its 
full name which “‘is not a 
national name; does not 
include words which are 
not part of the English lan- 
guage;, is not be indicative 
of the national characteris- 
tics of the club.” 


ACTSF secretary Lyn- 
dall Jennings said the 
clause had been in the 
constitution since 1973 
when the national policy 
had been one of trying to 
Australianise Soccer. 


That policy had been 
changed some years ago 
and as the constitutional 
clause was no longer en- 
forced it was appropriate 
to delete it. 


A notice of motion strik- 
ing out the clause had 
been proposed by the 
senior League and had the 
backing of the Federation 


executive. It will now be 
voted on by individual 
clubs at the annual 
meeting. 


The Member for Can- 
berra, Ros Kelly, entered 
the controversy this week 
by stating that it would be 
inappropriate for any 
association to attempt to 
reverse the current prac- 
tice of some sporting clubs 
identifying with ethnic or 
cultural groups. 


“While supporters of 
the proposal may be well 
intentioned it is not consis- 
tent with current commun- 
ity attitudes and prac- 
tices,” she said.

VIRTUALLY every English League season seems 


to produce early first division pacesetters but, as 
Queen’s Park Rangers remain in contention for 


the title with over a quarter of the campaign com- 
pleted, its challenge has been longer sustained 


than most. 

This is not the first time 
that QPR has flirted with 
glory during its 102-year 
history. 

Like many English clubs 
(Southampton, Bolton 
Wanderers and Everton 
are the others which 
_spring quickly to mind), 


“Rangers commenced life 


as the social section of a 
church, hence its original 
name, St Jude’s Institute. 


The club adopted its 
present title in 1887 and 
turned professional 11 
years later. Unable to gain 
admission into the English 
League, which then oper- 
ated a closed shop sys- 
tem, QPR obtained 
membership of the South- 
ern League and soon 
made its presence felt, 
winning the championship 
of 1908 and 1912. 

The initial success en- 
abled it to participate in a 
piece of English soccer 
history — the very first FA 
Charity Shield game. The 
Shield has subsequently 
become an integral part of 
the domestic football 
calendar as the season 
curtainraiser. 

After holding Manches- 
ter United, champions of 
the English League, to a 


1-1 draw at neutral 
Chelsea, the  south’s 
banner carriers suc- 


cumbed 4-0 in the replay. 
Ironically, soon after this 


. defeat the English Foot- 


ball Association decreed 
that in future there would 
be no second game in the 
event of a draw, instead 
the opposing teams would 
each hold the trophy for six 


months. The next four 
Charity Shield clashes 
-also featured the best 
teams of the Southern 
League and English 
League, thus, Rangers 


met Blackburn Rovers in 
4912 and lost 1-2. 


In 1920, the Southern 
League's first division was 
drafted en masse to form 
the English League Divi- 
sion Three (South). It 
proved a tough grade to 
progress from, as only the 
champions: were  pro- 
moted into Division Two 
and, for two decades, 
mediocrity was Rangers’ 
lot. 

Rarely did it threaten to 
top the ladder and twice, in 
1924 and 1926, finished 
bottom and had to apply 
for re-election to the 
League. 

QPR was very much the 
Cinderella outfit of London 
football; an image its di- 
concluded was 
due much to the decrepit 
state of its Loftus Road 
ground. Consequently, in 
4931, the club moved lock, 
stock and barrel to White 
City Stadium, setting of the 
1908 Olympic Games. 


attend- 
ances did not improve suf- 
ficiently to warrant the 
rental of such luxurious 


surroundings and, within 
two years, Loftus Road 
was re-occupied. 

QPR's fortunes only im- 
proved after the Second 
World War. In the second 
season following the end 
of hostilities, they became 
Division Three (South) 
champions. Stars of this 
team were Reg Allen, a 
colourful and spectacular 
goalkeeper, and Ivor 
Powell, who gained caps 
for Wales as an old 
fashioned wing half. Alas, 
economics meant that 
Allen and Powell had to be 
sold to Manchester 
United

and Aston Villa respec- 
tively. The necessity of 
selling their leading play- 
ers, in order to balance the 
books, was a major factor 
in Rangers’ return to their 
familiar status after just 
four seasons. 

By finishing 10th in 
1957-58's Division Three 
(South) table — two places 
above the half way cut off 
point, the west Londoners 
qualified for the English 
League Division Three in a 
new, de-regionalised 
structure. 

They gained a reputa- 
tion as the section’s most 
enigmatic team until the 
1966-67 season saw the 
endeavours of manager 
Alec Stock, who had been 
in charge for nine years, 
suddenly bear fruit. 

Not only did that cam- 
paign bring the Third Divi- 
sion Championship, but 
also the Football League 
Cup (now known as the 
Littlewood’s Cup) when 
first division West Brom- 


wich Albion was defeated 
3-2, after leading 2-0 at 
halftime, in the final at 
Wembley. 

A year later, Rangers 
won a place in the first divi- 
sion, but its debut season 
in the top grade was to be 
an unmitigated disaster. 

Bad early results and a 
spate of injuries affected 
morale, which plummeted 
when Stock resigned. 
Successor Tommy 
Docherty lasted less than 
a month and when Les 
Allen took the reins, 
QPR's cause had long 
been lost. It finished the 
season on 18 points — 
then a record low. 

Within four seasons, 
Rangers had clawed its 
way back into Division 
One. This time it was to be 
nobody’s whipping boy. 
By finishing eighth in 


1973-74 and 11th in 1974- 
75 QPR won respect, in 
1975-76 it very nearly won 
the League itself. 

Astute tactician Dave 
Sexton moulded an out- 
standing combination. 
The towering Phil Parkes 
was an imposing figure in 
goal, Frank McLintock 
steadiness itself at centre 
back, Scotland World Cup 
star Don Masson and Eng- 
land captain Gerry Francis 
ran midfield, whilst Eire 
striker Don Givens netted 
regularly. 

Yet, it was Stan Bowles 
who captured the imagina- 
tion of the Loftus Road 
faithful. Exhilarating ball 
skills and vision made 
Bowles an _ exceptional 
talent on the field; off it, his 
tecklessness and much 
publicised personal prob- 
lems (marital and gamb- 
ling) added to the char- 
isma. 

Throughout 1975-76 he 
was irresistable and with 
all teammates responding 
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to his promptings, the 
Championship was theirs 
for the taking. But it was 
not to be. An unlikely 2-3 
defeat at Norwich City on 
the penultimate Saturday 
of the program enabled 
Liverpool to sneak home 
by a single point. Qual- 
ification for the following 
season’s UEFA Cup was 
scant consolation. 

Bowles spearheaded 
Rangers first, and to date, 
only venture into Europe, 
scoring in each of the 
opening five games. Once 
again an opportunity for 
glory was squandered — 
after winning the quarter- 
final first leg against AEK 
Athens 3-0, it bowed out to 
the Greeks after a penalty 
shootout. That disappoint- 
ing night signalled the start 
of adecline. 

With Parkes’ transfer to 
West Ham United and 
other key players around 
him sustaining long term 
injuries, retiring or 
approaching the veteran 
stage and not being ade- 
quately replaced, Bowles 
became more restless, 
unreliable and irresponsi- 
ble as further weight was 
placed upon his shoul- 
ders. Before eventually 
moving to Nottingham 
Forest, he made no fewer 
than 34 transfer requests. 

Almost inevitable, Ran- 
gers fell out of Division 
One in 1979, but only a 
small proportion of the 
blame can be directed at 
Bowles for few clubs could 
have sustained a similar 
playing staff loss and 
avoided deterioration of 
equal dimension. 

The first two seasons 
back in the second division 
are remembered primarily 
for Tommy Docherty com- 
ing and going once more 
without setting the 
Thames alight. 

The next -turning point 
for Rangers came in Octo- 
ber, 1980 when Terry Ven- 
ables was appointed man- 
ager. Venables guided the 
club to an FA Cup final and 
restored it to Division One. 

Not only were the found- 
ations for today’s success 
on the field laid by him. 
During his stay there, Lof- 
tus Road assumed the

appearance of an authen- 
tic first division stadium. 


For many years the 
ground was an 
embarrassment to Ran- 


gers who flirted with White 
City for a second time in 
1962 and, a few years la- 
ter, a proposal to share 
Griffin Park with Brentford 
went a long way towards 


fruition before being 
shelved. 
Most reference books 


on British soccer carry the 
information that QPR have 


-had more home grounds 


than any other English 
League club — 12. It is un- 
likely that it will choose to 
move again, for two mod- 
ern stands were erected 
during the Venables Era 
which ended in 1984 when 
he moved to Barcelona. 

During the era of current 
manager Jim Smith, Ran- 
gers has already reached 
a Littlewood'’s Cup final 
and greater achievements 
look distinctly possible.

DAVID SEAMAN: A for- 
mer England under 21 in- 
ternational goalkeeper 
who has recently gained 
selection for his country's 
senior squad.
